PREGAUTIONS TAKEN. BY 
JEWS TO AVOLD IT, 


Rlood of Siafightered Animats Tested 
to Show ther Condition—UVanger 
of Disease Being Communicated— 
A General ‘Inspection of Meats

Ever since the glandered-horse-and-hog 
sensation was sprung in Tir Times there 
has beep more or less” talk about diseased 
meat. and the State Board of Health has 
taken the matter up, and produces evidence 
showing conclusively that beeves are more 
ot less diseased at the present time. 

The Hebrews of this city have watched 
these reports very closely, and it has been 
rumored on the streets for several days past 
that they have imstituted a special precau 
tion and do not eat any fresh meat until it 
has been thoroughly tested, 

A local newspaper circulator, who spends 
a creat deal of his time among the people, 
and hears more gossip than almost anybedy 
else, made the following statement to a 
Times representative yesterday: 

““One of the head men of the chureh is 
taking decisive steps to keep the Jews from 
eating diseased meat. 

*“This prominent gentleman has the en- 
tire confidence not only of his people, but 
also the wholesale and retail butchers. [tf 
he is not a doctor of medicine he is highly 
edueated, for he can tell ina few minutes 
after be gets hold of the blood of an animal 
whether it is diseased or not, and noone 
as vet has been found who dare contradict 
him. When he once sets his seal on a beef 
and protlounces it diseased, you could not 
pay a Jew enough money te eat a mouthtul 
of that meat.” 

“How does he examine | this 
asked the reporter. 

‘Hie yisits the slauchter-pens where the 
animals are prepared for the market, and 
when aheifer is Knocked in the head he 
cyits its throat and catches a littlejof its 
biood. 

“Hethen analyzes the blood, and if he 
finds that itis not disordered he puts his

“if the dishonest butchers are selling 
this condemned meat to unsuspecting peo- 
ple they should be looked up by the Health 
Officer and prosecuted. 
there is but little diseased meat in this city, 
bul if itis sold it might bring ona fright- 
ful epidemic, and the sooner the matter is 


Jooked into the better. 


“If other people would take the same | 


precautions as those adopted by the Jews 
there would be no danger.” 

Late in the afternoon the reporter sue- 
ceeded in finding Rabbi Schreiber, and 
asked him if there is any truth in the mat- 
ter as reported. 

The Doctor hesitated at first, and wanted 
- know where the reporter got his informa- 

ion, 

“No,” said he. “Lam not a physician, 
and would not know whether the meat was 
diseased or not. 1 have not visited a 
slaughter-pen for that purpose, but 1 think 
it should be done. 

“There is always danger from diseased 


‘meat, and the authorities should be com- 


pelled to watch butchers and see that they 
do not seli the people that which is danger- 
ous, 

“No; I don’t know that my people have 
taken any steps of that nature, but you 
may rest assured that they will not eat 


diseased meat.’ 


Several butcaers were seen, but they pro- 
fessed ignorance of the whole matter, and 
Stated that they are very careful not to sell 
any: of their customers, whether they be 
Jew or Gentile, diseased meat. : 

The Health Cfiicer could not be found, so 
it is not known whether he has had an 


inkling of the matter or not. 


A prominent physician was seen and 
questioned as to whether or not disease ean 
be carried from infected animals to the 
human sysiem through the stomach, 

“Yes, inost certainly it can,” saidhe. “If 
diseased meat is taken into the system com- 
plications of all kinds are liable to follow, 
and fevers of a contagious nature are almost 
sure to be the outeome.”’ 

“Isit possible fora physician to tell by 
examining the blood of an animal whether 
disease exists or not?” 

“Yes, certainly it is. If the animal is 
diseased the blood will showit. in some 


‘countries the authorities will not permit] 


butchers to sell meat until after it has been 
sed On, and we should be governed by 
the same sanitary precautions in this city.”

The Deadly Scalenug. 


| Los ANGELES, Oct. .27.—To the 


Editor of Tue Tives.] Reeognizing 
the great interest manifested by or- 
ange-growers throughout Southern 
California generally in the great in- 
roads made on groves of the golden 
fruit in this county by that seemingly 
unconquerable pest known as the white 
cottony cushion scale, I would ask space 
in the journal of most general circula- 
tion in this county for the expression 
of some ideas extended experience 
have inculeated in my mind regarding 
this destructive member of the insect 
family. 


| -T have noted recently several contri- 


‘butions to the press from alleged ex- 
perts on the white cottony-cushion 
scale question. My experience has 
taught me that the views given ex- 
ression by these writers are, in most 
instances, as erroneous as they are 
ridiculous. I would call the attention 
of orange-growers in lJ.os Angeles 
county to the remark made by the 
Hon. L. J. Rose on the white cottony 
cushion scale at the recent meeting of 
the State Agricultural Society. le- 
garding the migratory disposition of 


scale never, after depositing itself on 
the tree, migrates downward or to- 
ward the earth. Senator Rose is mis- 
taken. I have noted often that the up- 
ward or tree-top migration of the scale 
occurs during the forenoon, the down- 
ward migration occurmng toward 
nightfall. While not presuming that 
all scales so migrate, lassert that in- 
variably the male bug does. He goes 
directly to earth and into the ground. 

Again: Mr. Kerchival, a leading 
grower, holds that the scalebug nui- 
sance is fast becoming a thing of the 
past, and asserts as a reason for this 
declaration, that he has noted the 
ground underneath his trees covered 
with scale,dead. Mr. Kerchiva)] under- 
estimates this matter. It is a fact that 
the white cottony cushion scale bids 
to soon wipe out entirely some of the 
most famous of Los Angeles county’s 
orangeries. Mr. Kerchival’s reason for 
believing as he does may be easily dis- 
pelled. It is a well-known fact that 
the ‘“‘mother bug’”’ is gradually eaten 
up by her young before the latter leave 
the shell. The white portion left by 
the offspring is nothing more thana 
cover of protection to them, and it 
drops to the ground when vacated by 
the young. 

I hold the white cottony cushion 
scale can be totally eradicated from 
our orchards, if the proper authorities 
exercise common sense and discretion 
in the execution of the work. The idea 
promulgated that the police depart- 
ment can abate the evil is, to my mind, 
a ridiculous, a perfectly untenable one. 
Men of experience, men who have 
studied carefully this question, should 
be employed. There are plenty of 
such men in this county—and allow 
me to say, in conclusion, men who 
would gladly aid the extradition from 
our beautiful groves of oranges the 
diminutive, but. frightfully active, de- 
stroyer now slowly, but steadily, ruin- 
ing them. The city government and 
county officidls should at once take 
action in this matter. The city autho# 
ities convene next Monday, and then 
and there they should consider as to 
the best means for staying the evil.

SORE THROAT, 

Inflammatory action of any kind in the nese 
ey extends itaelf to the throat. From 
the throat ench breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and dowravard through the 
bronchial tubes; as these are involved the 
supply of air to the lungs becomes gradualiy 
diminished, tubercles may form and bronchi- 
“Sore throat’ the 
popular term used in speaking of throat dis- 
eases, differing wid ly from each other in 
their nature and treatment. 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance into: 
the windpipe and gullet. The several parts: 
liable to disease are the mucous membrane) 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 


ing mucous, toe uvula or pedulus part which 
hangs down from the curtain of the palate 
and the tonsils. 

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. : 

The most simple form of throat disease is 
inflammation of the mucous membrane, re- 
sulting from recent cold. It is most prevaient. 
in cold or damp weather. Thesymptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue it slightly coated with white 
fur. Withina few days small whitish spots 
which look like ulcers, form on the pacx of” 
the turoat and about the root of the tongue.) 
lf the attack be mild, these aphthous points! 
disappear st-the end of three or four days, but’ 
when more severe they leave behind them) 
8u) erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis liable to de’ 
generate intoa chronic form, abd gradually’! 
develop whatis called granular disease. or it! 
mat ond in an abcess of the tonsil giandse, or 
cause chronic enlargmentof the tonsils and: 
elongation of the uvuia. 

: CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of the throat, 
and nose, usuail ins with a severe cold, | 
and is almost aiways attended with hoarse 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extensiny | 

catarrh or sore throat than an original dis- 
¢ase, the irritation escaping down and gen 
‘itseif upon the delicate organ'sm of this par i 
and thence gradualiy journeying onward to’ 
the lungs. hen it occurs as a consequence! 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mid. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. Many complain 
of a sensation es of “something sticking, 
there,” to get rid of which they | 
rasping effort to clear the nd-pipe. he' 
voice is always more or less affected, being: 
‘roughin the early stage, but more feeble 
after the disease is fully established. ‘There 
‘is often a slight tenderness over that proxii- 
nence o neck known as the “Apple of

The causes which produce this form of dis- 
@ace are various. t arises in clergymen and 
public speakers and others from toe violent 
‘use of the voice. The vocal cords become ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from straining! 
‘and overuse. Dustand all irritating matters! 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind-: 

and produce irritation. Itis more often: 
l@ mere sequel to sore throat. the inflamma-: 
‘tion extending down to the larynx by reason 
'of the continuity of mucous membrane. 
. Butfrom whatever cause it arises it ie al-: 
Ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold. every 
change in the weacher, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter- 
acy of its hold. 

On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre 
quently occurs as a uel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at east very much aggra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated, 
matter. Occurring asa consequence of tuber 
cles, itis one of the most distressing compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis 
tress. In this form there is more or legs ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
These ulcers often penetrate through the 
mucous and cellular membranes, involving 
the muscular tissue and not unfrequeutly at- 
tack the ligaments and cartilages themseives. 

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the tungs, and dependent u»on it, we 
can onlv hope to effecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider, under the head of * sumption.’ 

In dition to inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses to 
warty growths and to polipi. Under the action 
of long- continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, rendering the voice husky: 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voice from palsy of the cords, 
constituting an »ffection known to the physi- 
cians by the term of “Aphonia.”” Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the disease 
it is useless to try toeffectacare. It is for 
this reason that judicious inhalations are suc- 
cessful when all other means have beer tried 
without avail. 


_ TONSILITIS 


Is an acute inflammation of the tonsils. 
which consists of a coliection or mass of 
small mucuous follicles or glands whose office 
iv tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are ,ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
‘attack of acute inflammation of these glands, 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, which gradually increases un- 
til the act of swallowing is attended with 
great suffering. 
These giands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are found enlarged 
and very much hardened. In such cases they 
‘secrete a thin, unbeaithy, irritating fluid, 
which is spread over the throat, perpetuating 
the disezse. In the throats of many young 
persons these glands are 
as to re: der respiration exceedingly 


diffeult..The defective breathing of children | 


thus affected often occasions contraction of ° 
the chest, and lays the foundation for con- 

sumpiien. The eustachian tubes (the mouths 
of which are just above the palate) are often 

inflamed, 2nd partial deafneas is the result, 

Many pati-nts suffering from a throat dis- 
ease are dyspeptic, and suffer with depression 
of spirits So often dves this symptom pre- 
sent itself thatit may almost be rewarded as 
one of e peculiarties. Persons thus 
afflicted have usually the dark and dingy look 
of the face which denotes functional de- 
rangement of the liver. They are trequently 
emaciated, nervous, hypochrondriacal irrit- 
able and often exhausted from other causes, 
in combiratioe with this disease. 

GRANULAR SORE THROAT 
~Ig the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is so ca'le:i because on loekingintothe throat 
granuiations of Various sizes are seen, stud- 
ding the membrane snd causing it toappear 
rough and uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
lations appear in patehes, but generally they 
are regular and distinct. When allow: d to 
progress the mucous follicles of the larynx 
soon 
added tothe other symptons a bu*kiness of 
the voice in speaking or reading aioud, witha 
srequeat effort toclear the windpipe, by which 
a thick, sticky  bluiss-colored mucous is 
foreed off with considerable difficulty. The 
transition froma simple toa granular sore 
throat isvery easy. The patient becomes con- 
scious of vexatious titi:lation, preducing a de- 
sire to clear the throat several times during 
the course of the day. He may not notice 
thia himself, butit is, nevertheless, observed 
by hisfmends Some mooths later this di-- 
pos tion is found to have increased, and to be 
attended with an occassional desire to swallow, 
the patient—to use his own words—feeling 
something sticking In his throat. 

The great danger in these diseases exists in 
the fesrof the Inflammatory action passing 
into the bronch al tubes end aircelis of the 
Jungs, both by nervous conrection and con- 
tinuity of surfac-. 

The treatment we advise for all these throat 
affections is, in the first place. the use of 
astringent, scothing, or alkaline washes 
adapted to the degree and character of the 
disease.

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Sackville’s Letter Arouses 
the Country. 


The Latest Amusing and Astonishing 
Theories Advanced, 


The Democratic Committee Charged 
with the Authorship, 


The New York World Prints Six Columas About 
It—Connec's Harrison, O:is and West 
Togeiber—D.d West Write the 
New York Times’ Article? 


[San Francisco Chronicle Dispatch.] ‘ 
_WASHINGTON, Uct. 26.—Lord Sack- 
ville—for the world is not expected to 
call him Minister West any more—is 
the sole topic of conversation at the 
capital. It was said of Talleyrand, 
the prince--of diplomats, that every 
one knew thathe was a rogue, but no- 
body thought he was a fool, and that 
he regarded speech only as a means to 
conceal his thoughts. Minister West, 
or Lord Sackville, bas not hitherto 
been regarded as possessing the pecu- 
liarities which made Talieyrand 
34mM0us as a diplomat or trickster. On 
the contrary, he has been regarded as 
a man well skilled in his business, and 
as not likely to do indiscreet things. 
He has sometimes been considered as 
possessing that quality of Talleyrand 
whieh elevated silence into eloquence. 
Attention has been called in diplo- 
matic circles to a suspicion which it ap- 
ears some members of this corps have 
ong entertained, to the effect that Mr. 
West, as he was then styled; hada 
great fondness for affecting public 
opinion, especially in matters in which 
his Government takes an interest, and 
that he endeavored to do this through 
the public press in covert ways. It is 
now recalled that in connection with 


the coutroversy between the Govern- |. 


ment of Venezuela and Great Britain 
relative to the boundary of the Orinoco 
River—the’stake on the part of Great 
Gritain being the possession of some 
gold mines which have recently been 
discovered—a series of articles have 
appeared ina Spanish paper in New 
York, which some persons intimately 
connected with the diplomatic corps 
have ‘attributed to Minister West. 
Those who are familiar with the style 
of Mr. West say that they discover 
similarity in style between the produc- 
tions of Mr. West and the article in 
the New York Times which he in- 
Closed to his correspondent. 

Democrats are endeavoring to make 
a Scapegoat of Minister because 
he has ventured to say that C eveland’s 
administration is friendly ts English 
interests. They ignore the fact that 
West, in a general way, simply wrote to 
his correspondent in California the 
substance of what Secretary Bayard 
himself said to Sir Charles Tupper as 
to the results which would flow from 
the fishery treaty. Either Sir Charles 
Tupper made a deliberate misstate- 
“ment in the Canadian Parliament or 
Mr. Bayard informed him that the pol- 
icy of the Administration would be ex- 
actly what Minister West informed 
Mr. Murchison that it would be. This 
Statement of Sir Charles Tupper, the 
first British Burchard, was made in the 
Canadian Parliament on April 10, 1888. 
The accuracy of his statement has 
never been impeached. 

Although nearly seven months have 
elapsed since it was officially pub- 
lished, for some unaccountable reason, 
this speech ot Sir Charles Tupper has 
not attracted the attention which the 

ravity of his utterances demand. 

r. Hoar, some weeks ago, called at- 
tention to this statement in a remark- 
ably abie speech in the Senate in these 
words: Charles Tupper goes on to 
declare his confidence that tne great 
Democratic party will remain in the 
majority. What he expects from that 
party, whose prospects of a continued 
hold of power he contemplates with so 
much satisfaction, and his special de- 
light is the Milis Bill. He makes one 
Statement to which I hope and believe 
some gentleman of the other side will 
not listen without indignation. 

“That there may be no. mistake, I 
will quote in his own words: ‘Mr. Bay- 
urd told us, the American Plenipoten- 


way of obtaining what we wished. 
You want greater freedom of commer- 
cial Mmtercourse, you want relaxation 
in the tariff arrangements with respect 
to the natural products in which you 
ure s0 lich and able. There is but one 
way to obtain it. Let us by common

‘These were not empty words,” said 
Mr. Hoar; ‘‘these were the sober utter- 
ances of a_ distinguished statesman, 
who pointed to the avowed policy of 
the Government of the United States. 
What has the financial exponent of the 
Administration—I mean Mr. Mills— 
done? The ink is scarcely dry upon 
this treaty before he brings forth a 
measure to do what? Why, to make 
free articles that Canada sends into 
the United States, and upon which last 
ear $1,800,000 of duty was paid. Mr. 
President, this is not my charge. This 
is the British envoy reporting to his 
principal. These words were~ not 
spoken in acorner. They were spoken 
in the Canadian Parliament. They 
have long since met the eye 
of Mr. Bayard and Mr. Cleveland. 
They have gone uncontradicted to this 
moment. The Secretary has declined 
-to make known even to us, who share 
the treaty-making power with the 
President, the preliminary discussion 
which led to-the treaty, on the ground 
of the confidence due tothe British 
negotiator, a proceeding at which the 
British negotiator expressed his sur- 
rise. Here we have him, according to 
six Charies Tupper, telling England 
net what is the policy of the American 
people without distinction of party; 
not what is the policy of the President 
-andthe Senate, who are the treaty- 
making power under our Constigution; 
but what is the policy uf the Pr&ident 
and House of HKepresentatives, and 
what is the policy of the Democratic 
party.”

There is not an intimation in this

letter that. the writer regards his 
American citizenship trom any other 
oe of view than that oi a loyal Eng- 
ish subject. It is possible that the let- 
ter was a trap set by some Republican 
to obtain from Minister West an ex- 
pression of opinion favorable to Mr. 
Cleveland. Taking that view of the 
case, it seems to have been such an ex- 
pression of opinion as Minister West is 
accustomed to and naturally expects 
from one of his countrymen. The Brit- 
ish Minister was not in the least sur- 
prised that a British-American voter 
was viewing the political situation 
wholly from a British standpoint. The 
sting of the British Minister’s letter 
lies. in this: While his reply was 
nob-committal to an extent, it 
was calculated to ‘ remove the 
objections his correspondent had ex- 
pressed in regard to Mr. Cleveland.

The 
World goes-on to show the asserted 
connection of Gen, Harrison and Col. 
Otis of \Tnr Times with the Massa- 
Chusetts families, among whom Sack- 
Ville has been visiting. Fancy the 
British Minister, Gen. Harrison and 
Col. Otis laying their heads together to 
lire Cleveland out, via Pomona! 

Another dispatch from Washington 
to a San Francisco paper intimates 
that Lord Sackville wrote the editorial 
inthe New York Times which he en- 
closed in his jetter to**Mr, Murchison.’

Mayor Hewitt of New York city. 
seems to have done well during his 
term of office and to have gained a 
good deal of deserved credit. Heis a 
candidate for reélection on a Demo- 
cratic ticket, and thus far has pursued 
a very commendable course in the can- 
vass, although he is strenuously op- 
posed by a strong faction in his party. 
On that account an appeal is made for 
Republican support, but there is a 
small chapter in the Mayor’s history 
which ought to be explained before 
any Republican should vote for him. 
It will be remembered that Abram S. 
Ifewitt had much to do with the Demo- 
cratic canvass in 1880, when Garfleld 
Was a candidate. It was con- 
ducted mainly by Varnum and 
Iiewitt. Near the close of that can- 
vass the celebrated Morey letter was 
put forth. It was a miserable forgery, 
and was at once so pronounced by Gar- 
tield himself; nevertheless, Mr. Hewitt 
was loudvand diligent in proclaiming 
it to be genuine, up to the closing of 
the polls on election day. It was a 
clumsy forgery, and did not express 
Gartield’s sentiments at all. Every 
Republican Knew it to be fictitious be- 
fore the election, andy nearly every 
Democrat acknowledged it to be so 
atter the election was over. The use 
made of that forgery was the meanest 
piece of business that a national com- 
mittee of any party ever engaged in, 
in this country, and yet Mr.. Hewitt 
was in it up to his chin. Howany fair- 
minded man, such as Mr. Hewitt ap- 


pears of late to be, could have persisted | 


in proclaiming to the world thatthe’ 


‘Morey letter was Gen. Garfield’s own 


production is a mystery which every 
citizen will have to explain for himself, 
unless Mr. Hewitt should deign to 
explain it. Until such explanation 
appears it 1s diflicult to.see how any 
friend of Garfield can vote for Abram 
S. niewitt. At the time, and anly 
e\ght years ago, it was regarded as a 
transaction too infamous for any man 
to engage in and afterward lift up his 
head to an honest world. It is the 
blackest chapter in our political his- 
tory. It did not defeat Gen. Garfield, 
though it produced a very decided 
effect against him in the Pacific States, 
where the Chinese question was the 
all-absorbing one. 


What Is at Stake, 


The possible results of the coming 
election are perhaps more far reaching 
than is generally supposed. The Re- 
publicans hold the Senate by a very 
slender majority. 
hopé is that the Democrats will not 
only succeed in electing Cleveland, but 
that they will secure amajority in both 
houses of Congtess. If the Democrats 
can elect the successor to Mr. Kenna 
in West Virginia, and to Mr. McPher- 
son in New Jersey, and can elect Mr. 
Thurman, they will have the casting 
vote in the Senate. The successor to 
Mr. Riddleburger is already elected, 
and he will take his seat on March 
4th. With the reélection of Mr. Kenna 
and Mr. McVherson, the two parties 
in the Senate would be equaily divided, 
and Mr. Thurman would have the 
casting vote. The very earnest nature 
of the campaign for the control of the 
Legislature in the State of New Jersey 
will consequently be understood. It 
involves the possible control of the 
United States Senate for at least two 
years, from March 4, 1889. If the 
Democrats should obtain the control of 
both houses, an extra session soon 
after inauguration would be probable, 
for the Democrats, in that case, would 
undoubtedly endeavor to pass the 
Mills Dill before the beginning of the 
next fiscal year. So great is the stake 
for both parties in the election of No- 
vember 6th. 


Indiana. 


The New York Tribune publishes a 
letter from Indianapolis giving an im- 
partial review of the situation in that 
State. The writer draws attention to 
the fact that the Democrats have not 
carried that State in a Presidential 
election but twice since 1860. Thomas 
A. Ilendricks was on their ticket, both 
in 1876 and 1884, and Thomas A. 
Hendricks is dead. He was the ablest 
and most popular politician Indiana 
has ever produced—with the single ex- 
ception of Oliver P. Morton, perhaps— 
and the result in those years was due 
to his strength as a candidate and 
his personal appeals to the people 
among whom he had a wide acquaint- 
ance and remarkable influence. In 
1884, when the Democratic electoral 
ticket received a majority of 6,000, Mr. 
Hendricks made a close canvass of the 
State, and pleaded witb the people to 
give him their votes. It was not Cleve- 
land they supported at. the polls, but 
Hendricks, the favorite son, and he 
not only received the full Democratic 
vote, but drew largely from the Repub- 
lican party. This year the conditions 
have materially changed. Although it 
is conceded that the Democratic organ- 
ization is more thorough and effective 
than it has been for several years, 
there is no Hendricks to give a personal 
interest to the canvass. 


Sewerage. 


Councilman J. Lovell, who has just 
returned from a visit to Atlantic City, 
N. J., where a committee of the Coun- 
cil went to investigate the system of 
sewerage known as the West system, 
writes to TRE T1IMEs as follows: 


“After having seen the working of the 

system at Atlantic City lL have conciuded 

that it would be very bad economy 

and bad judgment for us to construct an 

outfall from the city limits te the ocean at 

a cost, I maintain, that would not be less 

than half a million dollars, so long as we 

have so many acres of land lying between 
here and the ocean, where all the sewer- 

water can be utilized without the least- 
offense to any one, and thereby increasing 

the product ot the soil at least fourfold. 1 

had a talk with Mr. Pullman in his office in 

Chicago, and he seemed to think it strange 

that any city should entertain the idea of 

wasting their sewerage in a country where 

the water could be used for irrigation, after 
having experimented, as he had done, at 
the city of Pullman, Lil. I consider that 
what we have to overcome as to the use 
ot the sewer water is only prejudice, for 
the water as it flows from the filter bed is as 
clear as spring water, and you might wash 
your hands and face in it without detecting 
any disagreeable odor. I now submit that 
we should at once provide the money to 
construct the interceptors within the city 
limits and deliver our sewage to the city 
limits, where it can be used as long as there 
is land to cultivate, and thereby increase 
the product and wealth of our country in- 
stead of wasting it. 


The question of constructing a suit- 
able system of sewerage for Los An- 
geles is undoubtedly the most im- 
portant problem before the citizens of 
this city. Our Councilmen should de- 
vote their close attention to the sub- 
ject, and not let it drop until a satis- 
factory conclusion has been reached.

However, there is no likelihood that 
the raisin industry will scon be aban- 
doned here, it being the poor man’s 
crop, as it costs comparatively little to 
bring a Muscat raisin vineyard up to 
the point where it will pay for itself. 

The originai cost of the orange trees, 
taken in connection with the greater 
cost of land specially adapted to 
orange-g-owing and the longer time it 
takes to bring them into bearing, will 
be apt to keep poor men from engaging 
extensively in the business. 

Outside town lots are dead here, but 
choice acre property still holds its own, 
and where sales have been made lately 
boom prices have been maintained. 

The school population of Riverside 
school district, which, by the way, does 
not include the whole city, has in- 
creased 48 per cent. the past year, and 
they are putting up a new high-school 
building to cost $50,000. When tin- 
ished it will be an ornament and a 
credit to the city, though it is claimed 
that it is not as centrally located as it 
might be 

The Riverside water system is prob- 
ably one of the best in the State. Ar- 
tesian water under pressure for domes- 


— tic use is piped all over the city, while 


water for irrigation is available in un- 
jimited quantities.

The vast ma 
jority of vineyardists make no provis- 
ion for surface irrigation at all. | 
have in my mind now new vineyard:

extremely dry season, and yet the 
stand is today as fineas can be founc 
anywhere. The writer has cultivated 
an orchard and vineyard for five years 
with the very best results, and ye) 


| ‘there never has been a ditch on this 4° 


acres or an attempt made to water a: 
tree, a vine or a cutting. No one need: 
to go a mile from the city of Fresno to 
see all the beneficial and promising re- 
sults of cultivation without surface ir- 
rigation, which is fast becoming the 
leading method of this county. We are 
already practically doing the vast mass 
of our cultivation without any surface 
irrigation, and in the future will do 
more of it, and thus gain every advan- 
tage that any non-irrigated region can 
claim, while by our sub-irrigating pro- 
cesses we can double our crops over 
almost every other place in the State. 

And this cultivation wholly by sub- 
irrigation, gives us many points of ad- 
vantage. A vast amount ot labor and 
expense is saved. It has never cust 
the writer 5 cents to irrigate his 40 
acres of orchari or vineyard the past 
five years, while with the lands of other 
irrigated regions, especially those in 
the southern part of the State, it would 
have cost him hundreds, not to say 


_ thousands of dollars.

Agaiu, our fruits grown on the sub- 
irrigated lands have all the superior 
conditions of any grown on non-irri- 
gated ones. When the false and mali- 
cious cry is raised, as 1t is so often from 
the northern and western parts of the 
State that Fresno fruits are inferior, 
and wiil not keep because raised with. 
irrigation, all this is based on an utter 
ignorance or most willing perversion of 
facts. Depending so largely upon sub- 
irrigation, our fruits have as fine quali- 
ties, both in‘flavor and keeping quali- 
ties, as any fruit, while in size and 
appearance they usually exceed other 
non-irrigated fruits so far that there 
Can scarce be a comparison. 
_ Then again, it was charged that our 
region must be unhealthy because it is 
an irrigated one. TIlere again either 
the ignorance or the malice makes a 
piteous show. It is true that a damp 
climate, connected with surface irriga- 
tion, must make an unhealthy one. 


_Any irrigated region of small valleys 


within twenty or thirty miles of. the 
ocean current must prove unhealthy. 
But with the intensely dry climate of 
the San Joaquin Valley, where surfaze 
dampness dries out in a few hours and 
stagnant pools of water can hardly ex- 
ist, even with extensive systems of 
surface irrigation, the conditions will 
remain as healthy as any other sections 
of the State without any irrigation. 
But Fresno is rapidly becoming safe 
from any possible scare from this 
point. Our system of almost exclusive 
sub-irrigation leaves the surface condi- 
tion of our lands as free from germs of 
disease as any possible lands can be. 
Thus with all the malicious charges, 
heard from north and south, Fresno to- 
day is, and has been for the past six 
years, to the writer’s personal knowl- 
edge, one of the healthiest regions to 
found inthe State of California. 
The writer makes this assertion after 
living five years in the very heart of the 
district where irrigation has most 
abounded, and with a most careful and 
extensive inquizing into all facts of 
health as well as productions. 
And, by the way, it would be very 
amusing, were the wicked animus of 
the thing not so apparent, to goto 


_ some of our fairs and exhibitions to see 


and hear the boasts made in. favor of 
non-irrigated fruits, while through the 
papers of these counties, and by costly 
plans the same processes of irrigation 
are sought to be carried out that are 
now so successful in this region. Gen- 
tlemen, if you can secure such grand. 
results without irrigation, my advice 
is, don’t go into it. It will take far 
more out of your pockets than it will 
ever put in, according to your own 
present showing. Then it will prob- 
ably destroy both the quality of your 
fruit and also your superior climate, 
that is, if you now tell the truth about 
Fresno and its origin. But if any one 
desires to get the best advantages of 
irrigation, then Fresno is the piace to 
make his home in. 
|

We are glad tosee soable a writer as 
Mr. John P. Ray in his paper, **The 
Future of Sheep Husbandry,” printed 
in our last issne, admitting that 
“‘wrinkles and grease must go’’—a con- 
clusion which he says he was ‘‘forced 
by the logic of events to accept.”? He 
yields assent somewhat reluctantly to 
the favorite idea of Col. F. D. Curtis, 
‘that we must create a mutton merino 
type that shall be distinctively Ameri- 
can.”’

The price of eggs is advancing, and 
vill remain ata good figure the belance 
if the year;-hence itis.important te 
ret all laying stock in good condition 
or laying as soon. as possible after 
noulting. It is needless to point out 
hat the profit on a dozen eggs at 40 
‘ents is several times greater than at 
20 cents.” 

The above is from the California 
Cackler, and is every word true. Nev- 


‘rtheless, eggs would not be higher in 


orice if there were not some difficulty 
‘no producing them at the times when 
he price.goes up. From considerable 
personal experience in raising poultry 
we have made up our mind if a supply 
of eggs in the fall and winter are 
wanted, they must be furnished by 
early-hatched pullets of the preceding 
winter and spring. These should be 
hatched not later than the middle of 
March. If they receive good care and 
fall a prey to none of the misfortunes 


that so frequently fall the 
lot of young chickens, they 
ought to egin laying at 
about five months of age, say 


by the middle of August. Then, if not 
overcrowded and properly fed, pro- 
vided, of course,that the pullets are 
of the kind that lays in the winter un- 
der any kind of encouragement, they 
will iay straight abead through the 
fall and early winter, and will prob- 
ably want toset just when they are 
most needed, With fall and winter 
layers we have never found anything 
toequal the Plymouth Rock. There 
are other varieties that are better 
layers, but they get in their work when 
eggs are worth next to nothing. Here 
is where the superior discrimination of 
the Plymouth Rock stands out in bold. 
relief, while the Hamburgs and Leg- 
horns are laying as if they thought 
eggs were worth $1 a dozen instead 


of a probable value of 15 cents, the. 


Plymouth Rock laying off, 
and biding her time until the 
egg market is a more satis- 
factory state. Therefore, while 
they will not lay as inany eggs as some 
of their competitors, they will gener- 
ally produce about the same amount of 
coin as the result of the egg product 
per year; and they have. the 
further advantageof being of some 
value asa table bird when they have 
finished their second season. To get 
the best returns Plymouth Rock 
pullets should be hatched, early, 
brought up properly, given a fair show 
to lay during the fall, winter and fol- 
lowing spring. when they -will be in 
splendid order for marketing by the 
end of May. By this plan the fowls 
are paying their way almost from the 
start, and can be sold when at their 
best for market, without carrying them 
through the moulting season of their 
second year. 


Always Have Something to-Sell. 
[Chino Champion. | 

Tillers of the soil should adopt this 
motto. .It cannot in all cases be liter- 
ally put into practice, but it can be in 
hundreds more than it is or ever has 
been. As far as possible farmers ought 
to have something to sell every time 
business calls them to town. In this 
climate some kinds of vegetables may 
be harvested every month of the year. 
Then there are poultry and dairy 
products. Too many act as if they 
think that anything less than a wagon- 
load is not worth taking, but itisa 
noteworthy fact that the farmer who 
always takes from a few cents’ toa few 
dollars’ worth of farm products to 


market each time he goes gets on easier 


and prospers better than those who 
don’t. Of course allusion is not nere 
made to farmers of wealth. 

These remarks are suggested by re- 
cent observations in Chino. J. E. Bet- 
tler did not plant vegetables this year 
with a view to market them, but his 
peas, lettuce, potatoes, beets, cabbage, 
carrots, etc., yielded so largely and of 
such good quality that he has averaged 
75 cents a day for weeks past by carry- 
ing something to Pomona and Ontario 
each time he wert, and hardly missed 
what he took from his garden. His 
receipts have more than met his store 
bills. Others have been observed 
carrying afew vegetables, eggs, etc., 
with them to town in their buggies; 
perhaps a few melons, a few heads of 
cabbage, and a few pounds of this and 
that. In this way groceries have been 


bought without money and_ but. little, 


labor. People who regularly do this 
cannot fai] to prosper here, where soil 
and climate enable one to gather fresh 
products all the year. 


The Arabian Horse.

Not every horse imported as an Arab 
is a thoroughbred. Many are what 
Arabs call sons or daughters of a horse. 
What then is a thoroughbred Arab? 
A well-known English writer on the 
Arab, and an acknowledged authority 
on the subject, defines a thoroughbred 
Arab to be one belonging to: the 
Kbamsa. There is a tradition among 
the Arabs that the Khamsa is de- 
scended from one of the five mares 
belonging to King Solomon. We read 
in Holy Writ that ‘‘King Solomon 
breught horses ‘out of Egypt.” It is 
asserted that the. wise king procured 
the best horses available in Egypt. 
The eastern tradition, therefore, is 
that one of the Egyptian mares 
produced five fillies of+«-surprising 
beauty, and from these five mares the 
five great breeds of Arab horses are 
descended.

The creamery 
s a large new building, well ventilated, 
ind the only thing it lacks to be all one 
could wish are screens at the doors and 
windows. They say that if a single 
tly gets into the machinery which 
separates the cream from the milk it 
stops the machinery. And I should 
magine that would happen often with- 
out screens and be a source of great 
unnoyance and inconvenience to them.

This is 
the first disease spoken of among cattle.

One 
farmer lost over one hundred head in 
two days, and the disease is spreading 
rapidly. 

If a good crop of fruit is expected 
next year, considerable work toward 
securing it may be done in the fall— 
stirring the soil, killing out weeds and 
giving plants needed mulching as’ pro- 
tection.

One of the best fertilizers for home 
piants is land plaster. Sprinkle care- 
fully around the stem, and then work 
in carefully around the roots. Gera- 
niums and fuchsias are especially ben- 
efitted by an application.
